Pursuant to questions at Caucus, Craig MConnell, Public Wrks Director, provided additional witten information, which he

revi ewed, regarding the design options and construction costs for replacenent of the Callahan Ranch Road tinber bridge crossing at
Gal ena Creek and provided a conparison of the original contract hourly rates and the increased hourly rates requested by the
consultant. He further stated that Amendnment Two al so includes authorization to proceed with Option 4, and authorizes final design
by the consultant and sonme constructi on phase services.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated his opposition to increasing the consultant's hourly rate.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked if the estimated fiscal inpact of $52,361.00 is for the additional work that was required as well as
the increase in conpensation; and M. MConnell stated that that would be the total cost of the scour analysis, Phase 2 fina
desi gn, and Phase 3 construction quality assurance, and this does include the increased hourly rates.

Commi ssi oner Bond asked if the nature of the additional work warrants the increase or if it is a cost-of-living adjustnent. M.
McConnel | expl ai ned that the original contract, which is in effect, does not have a provision allowing for the consultant's hourly
rates to be adjusted annually, as is custonmarily found in long-termcontracts; and that it was anticipated that this work woul d be
conpl eted in August, 1994.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that the County Manager has advised himthat the difference as a result of the increase in the
hourly rate would be approxi mately $2,200; and that perhaps these contract procedures should be discussed at a later tine to
deternmine if they are appropriate.

Conmmi ssioner Sinms inquired as to whether the fact that this project has exceeded the original estimate is due to the area
residents requesting additional work to neet their concerns regarding flood control and aesthetics. M. MConnell stated that that
is true and that it was a principle consideration

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot questioned if the increased hourly rates apply to the Callahan Ranch Road bridge only. M. MConnell stated
that that is his understanding, but that if it doesn't, the amendnent can be redrafted.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked about the status of the other two bridges in this group. M. MConnell said that they are at
conpletion of the prelimnary design and that they will be before the Board in the near future for selection of the design option.
He added that the Tinmothy Lane Bridge has sone problens and that the Foothill Road bridge suffered sone damage during recent rain
stornms. Conmi ssioner Bradhurst suggested that this recommendati on could be approved with the stipulation that the increase in
hourly rates for the consultant would apply only to the Callahan Ranch Road bri dge.

Commi ssi oner Bond questioned why the Call ahan Ranch Road bridge is being done first if the other two have suffered physica
damage. M. MConnell stated that all of the tinber bridges have deteriorated to sonme degree and that this one was selected to be
done first because the current load limt precludes school buses crossing it.

Conmmi ssion to approve Abandonnment Case No. AB12-15-94 requested by Hi dden Valley Properties, Inc., and Braddock Logan Associ ates
to abandon a sanitary sewer, stormdrain, and drai nage easenment within Hi dden Canyon Unit 1 and a sanitary sewer easenent within
t he proposed Hi dden Canyon Unit 2. The subdivision was approved under Tentative Subdivision Case No. TM4-4-91 for Hidden Vall ey
Properties, Inc. and Unit 1 has been recorded. Hi dden Canyon Unit 2 will provide the necessary sanitary sewer, stormdrain, and
dr ai nage easenents to replace the easenents to be abandoned. The subdivision is located to the south and east of Hidden Valley
Gol f Course within Section 27, T19N, R20E, MDM WAashoe County, Nevada. Proof was made that due and | egal Notice had been given.

Conmmi ssi oner Sins disclosed that the conpany he works for has done work for this applicant, but that the Ethics Comr ssion has
ruled that there is no conflict of interest in the relationship

Bob Katai, Departnent of Devel opnent Review, displayed a map of the existing easenments that the applicant has requested be
abandoned, and al so the proposed repl acement easenents, reviewed background information, and answered questions of the Board. He
al so stated that in order to do this, the applicant has had to put in a sewer lift punp to overcone the difference in elevation.
M. Katai also distributed a handout of the site plan and expl ained that on the original plan there were several hones proposed to
be built on Hidden Valley Drive; that those | ots have since been elimnated; and that the street has been noved down the hill. He
noted that there is nothing to preclude a devel oper from building |ess than what was approved on a tentative subdivision map.

The Chai rman opened the public hearing and called on those w shing to speak



Janmes Hardesty, attorney and President of Hidden Valley Country Club, stated that if the Board action at this tine is only to
abandon the easenent, he does not have a problem but if the action taken al so endorses the proposed repl acenment easements, there
is a serious problem M. Hardesty stated that the Planning Commi ssion has approved the necessary sewer |ift station and that he
wi |l be appealing that action to the Board of County Commi ssioners. He then explained the history of this project going back to
the tentative map in August of 1991 and the Country Club's continual concern regarding the placenent of the roadway adjacent to
the gol f course.

He stated that the 14th tee is |l ocated right on the boundary |ine of the golf course; that the original plan depicted the roadway
25 to 40 feet away fromthe golf course boundary; and that somehow between the tine the tentative map was approved and the
recordation of the final map, the roadway is now only 9 feet away fromthe golf course property line. He also relayed his concerns
of not being infornmed of neetings or when these decisions were made when he had specifically asked the Design Review Commttee to
consi der the adverse inpacts on the golf course. M. Hardesty al so expressed his frustration regarding his attenpts to obtain
information fromstaff as to how this occurred.

M. Katai confirmed that the Board action at this tinme is only to abandon exi sting easenents and that the action will not accept
any new easenents.

Kevin Kossol, Summit Engi neering, representing applicant, stated that all they are requesting is the abandonnment of the existing
easenent so that it will not encunber certain |Iots, which he displayed on another map; and stated that they are actually 45 feet
away fromthe 14th tee. Conmi ssioner Bond asked if the new proposed roadway is very close to the golf course.

M. Kossol stated that the neasurenent fromthe roadway curb to the golf course property line is 9 feet.
There being no one else wishing to speak, the Chairman closed the public hearing.

A |l engt hy di scussion then ensued between the Board, M. Katai, and M. Hardesty regarding the easenents shown on the tentative
map, the construction drawings and the final map, and the differences between the tentative map and the final map. M. Kata
stated that State |aw says that a final map nust be in substantial conformance with the tentative map; that the Director of the
Depart ment of Devel opnent Review is responsible for making that deternmination; and that a question has been rai sed regarding
appeal ing that decision. M. Hardesty noted that the problemw th that process is that adjoining property owners are not notified
and have no know edge of any changes until construction is actually occurring, and that at that point their only recourse is to
bring suit against the County. M. Kossol stated that they are working froma set of plans that have been approved by the County
Engi neer and the Utility Division and that the process is 90 percent conpl et ed.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, Comr ssioner Sins stated that he feels the Board can nmeke the sane findings as the Planning

Commi ssi on and uphol d the Pl anning Comr ssion recommendati on. On nmotion by Commi ssioner Sinms, seconded by Comm ssioner Mouliot,
whi ch notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that Abandonment Case No. AB12-15-94 be approved subject to the follow ng
condi tions:

6:00 p.m This was the tinme set to consider the appeal of JimKelley's Tahoe Nugget fromthe reconmendati on of the Washoe County
Pl anni ng Conmmi ssion to deny Special Use Permit Case No. SPW.1-24-94, a request to hold 10 special event outdoor concerts involving
a mexi mum of 1500 spectators and support personnel for each event to be held between May 1, 1995 and Decenber 31, 1995. The events
will take place in an existing outdoor theater erected in an anphitheater setting behind the Tahoe Nugget at Crystal Bay. The
project involves a f.84-acre parcel on State Route 28 at Stateline in Crystal Bay on property designated Specific Plan (SP) in the
Tahoe Area Plan and situated within Section 30, T16N, R18E, MDM WAishoe County, Nevada. Notice of said hearing was nmailed to
affected property owners by the Departnment of Devel opnent Review in accordance with the Washoe County Devel opnent Code.

Bob Katai, Departnent of Devel opnent Review, reviewed background information stating that the Planning Comr ssion did not fee

they could nmeke the required findings that the proposed project would not be detrinmental to surrounding properties and
specifically cited noise and traffic inpacts as their concerns. He further stated that since that tine the applicant has indicated
that they will downscal e the proposal, but that he will let the applicant address that. M. Katai also reviewed the Tahoe Regi ona
Pl anni ng Agency's (TRPA) requirenents, stating that the applicant woul d be exenpt fromobtaining a permt from TRPA if the project
does not exceed 14 days in duration or does not occur nore than 4 tines per year and if it does not create noise in excess of the
limts stated in Chapter 23 of the TRPA Code of Ordi nances or those set by the area's Conmunity Pl an.

He stated that that community plan is only in draft format this point, but it does state a noise |level of 60 curulative noise
event level (CNEL'Ss).

M. Katai also stated that TRPA has indicated that they would like to review this application to determ ne whether their permt
woul d al so be required.

He then answered questions of the Board.

Conmmi ssi oner Sins requested an opinion fromlegal counsel as to whether the Board should consider this request or send it back to
t he Washoe County Pl anni ng Comni ssion since the request has been changed and the information being presented at this neeting is
substantially different fromwhat was presented to the Pl anni ng Conm ssion. Madel yn Shi pman, Assistant District Attorney, stated
that it is within the Board's discretion to consider the project as it was presented to the Planning Commi ssion, to consider the
project with the supplenental information, or, if the Board feels the changes are substantial enough to warrant Pl anning

Conmi ssion review, to send it back to that board.

Edward M|l er, advocate for the Tahoe Nugget, distributed additional information regarding five concert events that are schedul ed,
stating that the fifth one is optional; that a variety of events such as these is vital for North Lake Tahoe to conpete for the
tourist dollar; that there will be no concerts on weekends or holidays in July or August; that performances will be limted to

bet ween the hours of noon and 9:00 p.m and will be approximtely three hours |long; and that attendance will be limted to a

maxi mum of 1, 000 people instead of 1,500. M. MIler then discussed in detail the concerns regarding traffic and noi se and
mtigation neasures that are proposed to | essen those inpacts, such as traffic control officers directing traffic and maintaining
the flow of traffic, signage, and instructions regarding parking for the concert goers being printed on their tickets, stating
that these nmethods have been successfully used at other high attendance events on the north shore. In regard to noise mitigation
measures, M. MIller reviewed the report prepared by Lakesi de Associ ates which included replacing the venue gate with a solid

wal |, constructing a roof over the stage and enclosing the rear of the stage, covering concrete walls with sound absorbent
curtains and redirection of the speakers. He stated that those neasures woul d assure conpliance with the County standards
regardi ng noise level to 70 dB at the property lines and that there will be constant on-site sound | evel nonitoring with hand-held
met ers.

Leah Kaufman, Kaufman Pl anni ng and Consulting Services, representing applicant, stated that they have had several neetings with



area residents trying to identify and nmtigate their concerns, as well as working with both NDOT and the Tahoe Transportation
Management Association (TMA) to assure that traffic and parking inpacts will be reduced as rmuch as possible. She further stated
that they obtained a report of the anmbient noise |evels done in 1992 which states that the existing noise |evel at the highway is
65 dB.

Ms. Kaufman stated that they have nade every possible effort to address the concerns of the neighbors and the community. Ms.
Kauf man and M. M Il er then answered specific questions of the Board as to exactly how they plan to mitigate traffic, parking and
noi se probl ens.

Chai rman Shaw t hen opened the public hearing by calling on those wishing to speak regarding this special use permt.

Ronal d Code stated that he is a full-tinme area resident living within 300 feet of the proposed concert |ocation and that he was
not contacted by anybody. He expressed his concerns regarding the noise, the crowds, the parking, the traffic problenms, and odor
fromthe outdoor toilets, and stated that he feels approval of this request would establish a precedent for expandi ng such
activities and that he believes this would violate the naster plan that is being devel oped for the North Lake Tahoe area. M. Code
further stated that there are better |ocations to have these events, such as Sand Harbor; and that the |ack of opposition should
not be construed as an endorsenent for the proposal

St ephen Mol lath, attorney representing Bruce Janes, who is now the owner of the forner Howard Hughes property, stated that M.
Janmes is adamantly opposed as his property is 20 feet away fromthe proposed |ocation of the stage and the noise woul d be
devastating. M. Mllath also stated that a good deal of new informati on has been presented by the applicants at this neeting;
that he has not had a chance to review any of the new information; and that he believes this should be sent back to the Pl anning
Commi ssion so that the changes can be adequately addressed.

Geno Menchetti, attorney representing Stillwater Corporation, stated that this is now an entirely new proposal that none of the
opponents have had a chance to review, that he does not believe the proposed mtigation nmeasures are going to address the traffic
problenms that will be associated with these events; that TRPA does have regul ati ons to address sound standards; and that he has
had an expert prepare a sound anal ysis report, which he distributed to the Board, and cited noise level limts nuch |ower than
those presented by the applicant.

Harol d Eastridge, President of Stillwater Cove Homeowner's Association, stated that he represents 48 fanilies who all have
concerns about the same issues.

There being no one else wishing to speak, the Chairman closed the public hearing.

Conmmi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he is not confortable with this situation; that a great deal of new information has been

presented at this neeting that should be reviewed by the Planning Comission; that it is not clear if TRPAw Il require a permt
for this activity, which should be determned first; that it is also not clear what TRPA sound | evel regulations are in case a
permit is required fromthem and that it appears to himthat the issues still need to be addressed. He al so expressed concern

regardi ng receiving informati on, especially technical reports, at the neeting, which does not allow the Board the opportunity to
properly review such information in order to make a good deci sion. Conm ssioner Sins agreed stating that receiving a flurry of
information at the last mnute just confuses the decision-nmakers.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Conmi ssioner Sinms, which notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that Specia
Use Permt Case No. SPWL1-24-94 be referred back to the Washoe County Pl anni ng Commi ssion for their review and consi deration of
all the new information that has been presented. It was further ordered that all of the information, including TRPA sound | eve
regul ati ons, be provided to the Planning Comission at |east a week prior to the nmeeting, and that additional information cannot
be accepted with | ess than a week's tine for review
